Shell bivalve, thin, subtransparent; valves con- 
nate ; the upper eonvex-inflated, the lower 
flattish. 


SPECIFIC CHARACTER, €Sc. 


Pale yellowish-brown Hyale, with the shell 
tridentated at the lower part.

The genus ZIyale, so named from the transparency 
of the shell, is accurately described and figured by 
Mons. Cuvier in the “ Annales du M. N. d Hist. 
Nat.’ By Forskal, its first describer, it was re- 
ferred to the genus Anomia, of which it was al- 


lowed to constitute an anomalous species. — It is a 
native of the Mediterranean sea, and i observed to 
swin on the surface in the manner of the genns 
Clio among the Mollusca, to which ds inhabiting 
animal is much allied. The usual length of the shell 
is from one to two-thirds of an inch, aud its colour 


avery pale yellowish brown.
